Obama: Agreement

With America’s global credit stand- 
ing suddenly in question, Pres- 
ident Obama insisted Tuesday 
that Washington has the political 
will to slash the massive U.S. debt 
despite fierce, fundamental dif- 
ferences with Republicans about 
how to do it. 

Obama spoke hopefully of com- 
promise with GOP lawmakers yet 
still used a campaign-style town 
hall event to accuse the Republi- 
cans of offering a bleak future for 
the poor, young and elderly with 
their proposals. 

The president seemed intent on 
assuring financial markets and the 
watching world that U.S. leaders 
will get their act together to address 
a suffocating debt — while at the 
same time trying to convince vot- 
ers that only his plan would share 
the pain fairly. 

“Here’s the good news: I believe 
that Democrats and Republicans

New program aims 
to fight prescription 
painkiller abuse 

Miami 

The White House drug czar wants 
doctors, states and law enforce- 
ment working harder to stop Amer- 
ica’s deadliest drug-abuse prob- 
lem: highly addictive prescription 
painkillers. They are killing more 
people than heroin and cocaine 
combined as they foster a slew of 
illegal “pill mill” clinics centered 
in Florida. 

The federal government on 
Tuesday announced its first-ever 
comprehensive strategy to combat 


11,000 

The number of Americans who died 
from a painkiller overdose in 2007 
— the most recent statistics avail- 
able, according to the Centers for 
Disease Control and Prevention. 

In 2000, less than 4,000 died from 
overdose of painkillers, (ap) 


the abuse of oxycodone and other 
opioids, aiming to cut misuse by 
15 percent in five years. That goal 
may sound modest, but it would 
represent a dramatic turnaround: 
Emergency room visits from pre- 
scription drug overdoses doubled 
from 2004 to 2009, when they 


topped 1.2 million, according to 
federal health officials. 

The new approach will depend 
on education, stepped-up law 
enforcement and pill-tracking data- 
bases, with particular emphasis 
on Florida, where 85 percent of all 
oxycodone pills in the nation are 
prescribed. Many of those end up 
along the East Coast and in Appa- 
lachia, where people take buses to 
Florida just to get pills in a phe- 
nomenon dubbed the “OxyCon- 
tin Express.” 

“The key is that everyone real- 
izes there is no magic answer to 
this,” said Gil Kerlikowske, Pres- 
ident Obama’s national drug pol- 
icy director. “It’s a really complex

The first new guidelines for diag- 
nosing Alzheimer’s disease in near- 
ly 30 years establish earlier stag- 
es of the mind-robbing disease, 
paving the way for spotting and 
possibly treating these conditions 
much sooner. 

The change reflects a modern 
view that Alzheimer’s is a spectrum 
of mental decline, with damage that 
can start many years before symp- 
toms appear.

Coalition ramps up 
training efforts to 
spot sleeper agents 

Kabul, Afghanistan 

Hundreds of Afghan soldiers are 
training in counterintelligence to 
stop Afghan and coalition forc- 
es from being attacked by rogue 
policemen and soldiers, or mili- 
tants impersonating them. 

The program is expected to dou- 
ble by the end of the year — and 
not a moment too soon, with near- 
ly daily attacks since Friday kill- 
ing five NATO troops, nine Afghan 
troops and an interpreter. 

As the Afghans prepare to take 
the lead in securing the nation by 
the end of 2014, Afghan officials 
approached the U.S.-led coalition 
late last year and requested coun- 
terintelligence instruction for some 
of their top soldiers. 

U.S. and French forces have 
trained 220 Afghan soldiers to spot 
possible Taliban infiltrators, dis- 


gruntled soldiers and other condi- 
tions that could make the force vul- 
nerable to attack, according to U.S. 
Lt. Gen. William Caldwell, the com- 
mander of NATO’s training mission 
in Afghanistan. The plan is to have 
445 soldiers trained in counterin- 
telligence by the year’s end. 

Since March 2009, the coalition 
has recorded 20 incidents in which 
a member of the Afghan security 


forces or someone wearing a uni- 
form used by them killed coali- 
tion forces. Thirty-six coalition 
troops have died. It is not known 
how many of the 282,000 Afghan 
security forces were killed. 

Coalition officials say the Inte- 
rior Ministry is planning a crack- 
down on the illegal uniform mar- 
ket.

A Deadly Trend

Sense of Unease 
Prevails in Nigeria 


Religious riots calm, 
but elections ahead 
may renew uprising 

Kaduna, Nigeria 

The mobs poured into the streets 
Monday by the thousands in this 
dusty city separating Nigeria’s 
Muslim north and Christian south, 
armed with machetes and arrows to 
unleash their rage after the oil-rich 
nation’s presidential election. 

Muslim rioters burned homes, 
churches and police stations in 
Kaduna after results showed Nige- 
ria’s Christian leader beat his clos- 
est Muslim opponent in Saturday’s 
vote. Reprisal attacks by Christians 
began almost immediately. 

The rioting across Nigeria’s 
north left charred bodies in the 
streets and showed the deep divi- 
sions in Africa’s most populous 
nation, with 150 million people. 


While curfews now stand in 
many areas, it remains unlikely 
the unrest will be soothed before 
the nation’s gubernatorial elec- 
tions next Tuesday — meaning 
even more attacks could threaten 
this young democracy. 

“Nigeria has spoiled ... there 
is no peace,” said Rabiu Amadu, 
a 33-year-old in Kaduna. “I don’t 
think any of us are safe.” 

Results from Saturday’s elec- 
tion showing President Goodluck 
Jonathan’s more-than 10 million- 
vote lead over Muslim candidate 
Muhammadu Buhari spread accu- 
sations of rigging in a nation accus- 
tomed to ballot box stuffing. 

In Kaduna, 111 miles away from 
the country’s capital of Abuja, offi- 
cers recovered 31 corpses Tues- 
day, with more likely yet to be 
found, officials said. Many citizens 
remained inside their homes as mil- 
itary helicopters flew overhead and 
soldiers filled the streets, (ap) 



Farewell, Fidel 

Fidel Castro, 84, was removed Tuesday 
from Cuba’s Communist Party Leader- 
ship for the first time since the party’s cre- 
ation in 1965. His brother Raul, Cuba’s 79-year- 
old president, was named the party’s first secre- 
tary. Several younger politicians also were named

Removing the 6.6 million gal- 
lons of contaminated water that 
has collected in the basement of a 
building at Unit 2 of the Fukushima 
Dai-ichi plant will help allow access 
for workers trying to restore vital 
cooling systems that were knocked 
out in the March 11 tsunami.

Denis Flory, a deputy director 


general at the International Atomic 
Energy Agency said he expects the 
total amount of radiation releases 
to be only a “small increase from 
what it is today” if “things go as 
foreseen.” 

Flory emphasized that his fore- 
cast was based on an estimate of 
the situation. 

Still, as the country’s nuclear 
crisis drags on, public frustration 
with the government is growing.

Get Your Bike off the Sidewalk 


How do we get bicycles 
off the sidewalks and onto 
bicycles routes, where I think 
they belong? I understand by 
law, bicyclist are to yield to pe- 
destrians and that bicyclists are 
to announce themselves when 
passing us. But exactly how 
should pedestrians go about 
trying to enforce this? 

There is a law barring cyclists from 
the sidewalks in downtown DC. 
I’ve never seen that on a street sign 
and never seen it enforced. I think 
cyclists need to assume that pedes- 
trians aren’t looking for them on 
sidewalks and do more to announce 
their presence. 


For a station to be as far 
underground as it is, there 
seem to be a lot of water leaks 
and visible water marks on the 
walls near the elevator side of 
the platform at the Bethesda 
station. Should we be con- 
cerned about that? 

It’s hard to remember a time when 
those water leaks were not a com- 
monplace sight along the western 
side of the Red Line underground. 
Metro is doing a huge rehab proj- 
ect on the Red Line, and that’s one 
of the issues its supposed to deal 
with. The tunnel is quite far under- 
ground, and that’s contributing to 
the problem. 


Q Are we ever going to see 
automatic operation ever 
again? I can live without it, but I 
wish they would come out and 
say it. 

Quite often, I hear from riders fed 
up with the trains lurching into sta- 
tions. The trains, which were built 
to be operated automatically, have 
been under manual control since 
the Red Line crash in June 2009. 
Metro continues to work on the 
track circuit improvements that 
the staff says are necessary for 
safety before restoring automatic 
control. And there’s no deadline 
for it. I’m sure Metro is not going 
to partially restore the automatic 
controls, and I can’t blame them 
for this policy. 


Q Several weeks ago, Metro 
closed Union Station’s 
Mass Ave. entrance to improve 
people flow. I assumed that the 
work would be completed during 
those two weekends. The work 
is, however, incomplete. In fact, 
nothing seems to be happening. 
Metro moved the attendants’ 
kiosk and built a Large rectangu- 
lar shed where the kiosk used to 
be, which impedes people flow. I 
thought that Metro was going to 
do something useful. 

What you’ve seen so far is nothing. 
Metro has a huge plan to rebuild 
the Union Station entrances and 
exits with the goal of improving 
passenger flow. One feature of this 
program: Metro riders entering or 
exiting at Union Station will proba- 
bly have to pay a surcharge to cover 
the cost of the work.

Harbor Cleanup Begins 



D.C. business owners 
unsure how damage 
will affect bottom lines 

Washington 

Cleanup efforts are ongoing at a 
mixed-use complex in Washing- 
ton’s Georgetown neighborhood 
that was flooded by the surging 
Potomac River. 

The flooding early Monday 
soaked the Washington Har- 
bour complex with 10 to 12 feet of 
water, prompting businesses to 
shut down and condominiums to 
be evacuated. 

Authorities and business own- 
ers say the floodgates that normally 
protect Washington Harbour from 
high water were not raised until 
hours after the flooding. 

MRP Real Estate Services, 
which owns and operates Wash- 
ington Harbour, has declined to 
answer questions about why the 
floodgates weren’t raised. A spokes- 
woman told WTOP the company 


is focused on the cleanup. 

Crews were pumping brown 
water out of the complex Tuesday. 
“It’s muddy. It’s dirty and every- 
thing has moved around. There 
was 5 feet of water in there for a 
while,” said Dan Simons, a man- 
aging partner at Farmers & Fish- 
ers restaurant. 

Simons couldn’t put a dollar fig- 
ure on the damage done to his busi- 
ness or say when he might reopen. 


Some tenants questioned why 
the flooding occurred in the first 
place, since Washington Harbour 
has floodwalls that are normally 
raised during storms. 

“It’s a shame the floodgates 
weren’t up. They work perfect- 
ly when they go up in time,” 
said Marty Nover, who said he 
has worked in the Washington 
Harbour complex for 17 years.

The Syrian Tinderbox 


Demand Answered? 

Most of Syria’s 23 million people were born or grew up under the 
strict control of the state of emergency, which gives the regime a 
free hand to arrest people without charge, control the media and 
eavesdrop on telecommunications. But Tuesday’s repeal of the law 
will not change much, because Syria is not governed by the rule of 
law. However, other laws also maintain President Bashar Assad’s 
dominance, including measures thatguarantee immunity forthe se- 
cret police for crimes committed in the line of duty, (ap)

Syria did away with 50 years 
of emergency rule Tuesday, but 
emboldened and defiant crowds 
accused President Bashar Assad 
of simply trying to buy time while 
he clings to power in one of the 
most repressive regimes in the 
Middle East. 

Repealing the state of emer- 
gency, which gives authorities 
almost boundless powers of surveil- 
lance and arrest, was once the key 
demand of the monthlong upris- 
ing. But increasingly, the protest- 
ers are seeking nothing less than 
the downfall of the regime. 

Instability in Syria has reper- 
cussions beyond its borders. Syria 
punches above its weight in terms 
of regional influence because of its 
alliances with such militant groups 
as Lebanon’s Hezbollah and with 
Shiite powerhouse Iran. That has 
given Damascus a pivotal role in 
most of the flashpoint issues of the 
Middle East, from the Arab -Israe- 
li peace process to Iran’s widening 
influence. 

If the regime in Syria wobbles, 
it could both weaken a major Arab 
foe of the West and exacerbate fear- 
some tendencies toward sectarian- 
ism and chaos in the Middle East. 
Instability in Syria also throws into 
disarray the U.S. push for engage- 
ment with Damascus, part of Wash- 
ington’s plan to peel the country

away from its allegiance to Hamas, 
Hezbollah and Tehran. 

The rejection by protesters of 
the lifting of emergency rule could 
pose a make-or-break moment for 
Assad, who took power 11 years ago 
and has failed to fulfill promises of 
reform. He has said that after this 
concession, there would be no fur- 
ther “excuse” for demonstrations. 
That could mean that the uprising 
— in which more than 200 have 


already been killed — could take 
an even bloodier turn. 

Tuesday’s announcement sig- 
naling the end of the emergen- 
cy rule came hours after a violent 
show of strength by authorities. 
Security forces raided a sit-in in 
Homs, Syria’s third-largest city, 
where organizers hoped to create 
the mood of Cairo’s Tahrir Square 
during the Egyptian revolution. At 
least one person was killed, wit- 
nesses said. 

Protesters say Assad has 
unleashed his security forces along 
with shadowy thugs known as 
“shabiha” to brutalize and intim- 
idate them. Authorities have also 
played on fears of sectarian strife 
— so clearly destructive in neigh- 


boring Iraq and Lebanon — trying 
to persuade the broader public that 
the protests by tens of thousands 
will bring nothing but chaos. 

Syria’s official news agency 
SANA said Tuesday the Cabinet 
also approved abolishing the state 
security court, which handled the 
trials of political prisoners, and 
approved a new law allowing the 
right to stage peaceful protests 
with the permission of the Interi- 
or Ministry. 

The changes need parliament 
approval, but no objections are 
expected at its next session planned 
for May 2. 

U.S. State Department spokes- 
man Mark Toner expressed skep- 
ticism about Assad’s claims of 
reform. 

“He has cast himself for a while 
now as a reformer,” Toner said. 
“We’ve seen a lot of words and 
not a lot of action. But, ultimately, 
it’s really for the Syrian people to 
decide if he said enough, or if he’s 
done enough.” (ap) 


Familiar Path 

President Bashar Assad’s road to power followed a path taken by dictators the world over: The former eye doctor inherited power from his fa- 
ther, Hafez Assad, after winning a sham election. Assad has maintained a level of popular support during his 11 years in power, in no small part 
because of his anti-Israel policies.

Instead, Green was thrust back 
into the fold in the Capitals’ first 
playoff game against the New York 
Rangers — a 2-1 overtime victory 
where the defenseman skated 26 
minutes and earned an assist. 

Game 2 didn’t offer much of a 
chance for Green to ease back into 
the game either. In his second game 
back, the Caps’ 2-0 Game 2 victo- 
ry, he skated a bit less — 16 min- 
utes of ice time — but also tallied 
another assist. 

“I felt good; I felt a lot more 
comfortable than I did in the first 
game and was able to make some 
more plays,” he said. “It was a little 
nerve-wracking to come back after 
the time I had been out, but I fin- 
ished the games in a better position 
than I thought I would.” 

As the Capitals enter Game 4 
with a 2-1 series lead, Green’s return 
to the ice and contributions could 
be a difference maker in the series, 
but it’s his defensive play that’s turn- 
ing heads.

Now, 
he and his teammates have trad- 
ed in goals and points for a lower 
team GAA. 

“They’ve been buying in since 
the middle of December,” head 
coach Bruce Boudreau said of his 
defense’s improvement.

NHL Signs 
Deal With 
NBC Sports

The NHL is staying on NBC and 
Versus for the next 10 years with 
a deal Commissioner Gary Bett- 
man calls the most significant in 
league history. 

In a joint announcement Tues- 
day, the NHL and the NBC Sports 
Group said the new deal will run 
through the 2020-21 season. The 
package is reportedly worth a total 
of $2 billion. 

NBC will remain the exclusive 
network home for the NHL, and 
Versus is retaining the major cable 
rights. The NHL had drawn inter- 
est from ESPN, Turner and FOX but 
decided to stay where it has been 
for the past six years since the end 
of the season-long lockout. 

“This is right across all factors, 
not the least of which is the tremen- 
dous relationship we have with NBC 
and Versus,” Bettman said. “When 
we looked at the entire package and 
the relationship, it was clear we were 
going to stay with the incumbent. 
But it’s nice to go out and find out 
you’re pretty.” (ap)

NFL, Players’ Union Resume Negotiations 


Minneapolis 

The NFL and its players resumed 
court-ordered mediation Tues- 
day with a federal judge’s deci- 
sion expected soon on a request to 
immediately halt a lockout now in 
its second month. 

Dallas Cowboys owner Jerry 
Jones joined the NFL’s contin- 
gent in Minneapolis as talks 
resumed after a three-day break. 
Jones walked in with NFL com- 
missioner Roger Goodell and oth- 
ers, including Denver owner Pat 
Bowlen and Green Bay Packers 
CEO Mark Murphy. 

The talks are the latest step in 
the contentious fight over a new 
collective bargaining agreement. 


Sixteen days of mediated talks in 
Washington fell short, resulting 
in a class-action antitrust lawsuit 
filed by the players against the 
NFL and the league’s first work 
stoppage since 1987. 

Michael Hausfeld, an attorney 
representing retired players, said 
both sides are serious about reach- 
ing a resolution. 

“This is no charade. This is no 
illusion. This is going to come to a 
resolution either by the parties com- 
promising or agreeing or by a judg- 
ment,” Hausfeld said Tuesday before 
talks resumed. “And even with a 
judgment, many times there is then 
a discussion as to how to compro- 
mise the judgment so there is not 
a winner-take-all situation.

When discussions concluded 
on Friday, presiding U.S. Magis- 
trate Judge Arthur Boylan assigned 
some weekend homework. Hausfeld 
walked into the federal courthouse 
with a document that he estimat- 
ed at about 100 pages responding 
to the questions Boylan asked them 
to answer. 

“What this mediation is about, 
what the dispute is about, is the 
structure of the game and the rela- 
tionship between the rookies, the 
active players, the retirees, with 
each other and the league,” Haus- 
feld said. (AP)

Album Review 

Living in the Information Overload 
Age isn’t always a bad thing. Pos- 
sibilities arise simply because they 
synchronize (or juxtapose) in the 
rushing river of everyday data. Of 
course, we often miss them — even 
when they are right in front of us. 
Luckily, Merrill Garbus is watching 
closely. The Oakland, Calif.-based 
musician, who records as Tune- 
Yards, seems remarkably attuned to 
the possibility and poetry of our age.

And anyone who cares about mod- 
ern music should be glad she is. 

“Whokill” is one of this year’s 
boldest, freshest creations: A pul- 
sating quick-step that feels utter- 
ly contemporary, careening down 
a city street while the detritus of 
consumed influence trails from the 
car windows. 

“Buckle up ’cause we’re gonna 
move fast,” Garbus sings, and, 
indeed, this 10-track polyglot chop- 
up unspools dizzyingly. The open- 


er, “My Country,” is a ripping, horn- 
peppered banger that echoes M.I A; 
the second, “Es-so,” is an irresist- 
ible, strung-out jazz scat; and the 
third, “Gangsta,” tops them both: a 
fat bass line drills into a symphony 
of vocals and spiraling horns. 

“Whokill” goes so far past 
the modest, homemade charms 
of Tune-Yards’ 2009 debut that 
it can’t be called an evolution. 
Instead, it sounds like a mile- 
stone. And your chance, dear music 
lover, to be ahead of the curve.

When Kelly Tetterton went online 
to research her family’s first big 
holiday escape from Chicago, her 
heart said Ireland. But her head 
worried it would involve too much 
hassle and money. 

She got a pleasant surprise on 
both counts — and a weeklong 
vacation that earned rave reviews 
without breaking the bank. 

Tetterton; her husband, Peter 
Byrnes; and children Meredith 
and Alexander found their ample 
$5,000 budget stretched all the way 
to top-end seaside restaurants, a 
night in a five-star castle and even 
a walk through medieval woods 
with trained falcons at their beck 
and call. All was easily previewed 
on the Internet and confirmed by 
warm, welcoming hosts. 

Today’s property-bust Ireland 
is the biggest financial disaster in 
Europe, a crisis that has hotel rates 
tumbling and the trip -planner in 
a position of strength not seen in 
Ireland since the early 1990s. 

“We were offered a thousand 
choices of where to stay. Peter and 
I narrowed each location down 
to two or three choices, expect- 
ing to find the best places booked 
up. But everything was available. 
And wherever we arrived, every- 
body was expecting us,” said Tet- 
terton. “And staying in a castle was 
just freaking awesome.”

Prices are still alarmingly high 
in tourist hot spots, such as the 
castle town of Kilkenny and the 
pub-crawl paradise of Galway, and 
plenty of restaurants throughout 
Ireland charge way too much for 
second-rate fare. But there are still 
deals to be found. 

“We need to get the message out 
there that we’re not as expensive as 


we were. Because of our difficulties, 
things will be a little bit cheaper, and 
visitors will get a better welcome 
than in the past. And we have real- 
ly good hotels at a very low price,” 
said Ireland’s brand-new tourism 
minister, Leo Varadkar. 

Kelly Tetterton and Peter 
Byrnes’ weeklong tour from Dub- 
lin to Wexford, Kilkenny to Cork, 
Galway and back featured a series 
of moments and moods that will 
linger in their minds for years to 
come. On the first day, they drove 
northwest of Dublin to Newgrange, 
a prehistoric underground temple 
designed to catch the winter sol- 
stice sun for a few fleeting min- 
utes each year. Inside, they stood 
in pitch blackness as a local sopra- 
no sang a haunting Celtic ballad.

When 
the writer was laid off from a magazine, she 
embraced her freelance status and raised hens. The 
enterprising homesteader transformed her St. Paul, 
Minn., backyard into a barnyard and adopted a trio 
of colorful chicks. “Chicken and Egg: A Memoir of 
Suburban Homesteading With 125 Recipes” ($25, 
Chronicle) follows Cole’s journey as she bonds with 
birds, learns about farming in the city and discovers 
some delicious dishes along the way. NEVIN MARTELL 


How did you name your three 
chickens? 

Cleo was named after Cleopatra, 
because she had the most gorgeous 
eyes as a chick; it looked like they 
were outlined in black eyeliner. I 
liked the name Lulu because it was 
a little wacky. It turned out to be 
perfect for this crazy chick who 
was out to stop me at every turn. 
My husband named Roxanne after 
the song by the Police. It was funny, 
because she turned out to be very 
much a night girl. 

Describe eating the first egg you 
harvested. 

It was unbelievable finding the 
first one. It was blue, which made it 
unique and so pretty. The yolk was 


so golden and bright. I had never 
had an egg that fresh; even those 
you get at the farmers market are 
never that fresh. It had this delicate, 
grassy, herbal taste to it. When you 
taste a really super-fresh egg, it’s 
egg taste intensified by 10. 1 can’t 
eat regular eggs anymore, because 
they have no flavor to me. 

Your husband wasn’t initially 
a fan of your hobby. How’d you 
deal with that? 

Everyone has this image of chick- 
ens as being loud and dirty, but 
they’re not. They’re peaceful, gen- 
tle and quiet birds. And their per- 
sonalities are unique, so that once 
you start interacting with them, 
you can’t help but like them. My 



husband was ultimately won over 
after he developed a rapport with 
the birds. 

What was your moment of 
greatest joy with your birds? 

I was really surprised that you 
could bond with them, just like 
any pet. Once I was sitting on the 
stoop of my deck and Cleo snug- 
gled into me. I could see she was 
trying to stay awake; her eyelids 
with those tiny eyelashes were 
struggling to stay open. But, ulti- 
mately, she trusted me enough to 
fall asleep in my lap, which was 
just so special. 

What’s your advice for people who 
want to try to raise hens at home? 

It’s easier than you think it’s going 
to be. Just make sure your coop and 
hen run are secure. Predators are 
very frightening. You never know 
what could happen, and there are so 
many stories of times when things 
went wrong. 

Which came first: the chicken 
or the egg? 

It had to be the chicken, because 
I know you can’t have eggs with- 
out the chickens.

BAKED EGGS WITH 
BASIL-MINT PESTO 


Ingredients 

» 1/2 cup lightly packed fresh basil leaves 
» 1/4 cup lightly packed fresh mint leaves 
» 1/4 teaspoon minced garlic 
» 1/4 teaspoon salt 
» 1/8 teaspoon pepper 
» 1 1/2 tablespoons extra-virgin olive oil 
» 8 slices baguette (1/2 inch thick), cut into 
rounds or on a slight diagonal 
» 1/4 cup fresh goat cheese at room temperature 
» 8 eggs 

» 4 teaspoons chopped pecans 
Serves Four 

Preheat oven to 350 F. Butter four 5-inch-by-l-inch gra- 
tin or creme brulee dishes and place on a rimmed baking 
sheet. Pulse the basil and mint in a food processor until 
finely chopped. Add the garlic, 1/8 teaspoon of the salt, and 
half the pepper, and pulse to combine. With the processor 
running, slowly add the olive oil. 

Toast the baguette slices and spread each with l A table- 
spoon of the goat cheese. Arrange two slices in each bak- 
ing dish. Top each slice with about % teaspoon of the basil 
mint mixture and gently spread to cover. 

Break the eggs, one at a time, into a small cup and gen- 
tly pour one egg over each slice of toast. (The eggs may 
slip off the toast and the toast may float, but don’t worry: 
They will bake.) Sprinkle the eggs with the remaining salt 
and pepper. Top each dish with 1 teaspoon of pecans. 

Bake the eggs for 12 to 16 minutes or until the egg 
whites are set and the yolks are to your preferred doneness. 

Notes: The basil-mint mixture can be made a day ahead 
and refrigerated. You can also make a batch when the 
herbs are in season and freeze for up to six months. This is 
an easy dish to make for guests because the herb mixture 
can be made in advance, and the bread can be toasted and 
spread with the cheese and pesto up to two hours ahead.
